REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
1942 


For the public health nursing program in Hanover, 
instructive nursing visits were made to the expectant 
mothers, infants, and preschool children. 


Due to the closing of the local school, pupils are attend- 
ing school at Rumford Point, and are under the super- 
vision of the Rumford school system. 


Immunization for diphtheria and smallpox were given 
by the district health officer. 


A child health welfare conference was held at Rumford 
Point. Several families attended. Transportation was 
furnished by a local farm bureau member. 


Excellent cooperation has been received from the town 
officials and local health officer.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 


SCHOOLS 
1942 


To feet Sohool Board and Citizens of Hannuer: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The school census taken April 1, 1942, showed a total 
number of forty-one persons between the ages of five and 
twenty-one, which is five less than the number in 1942. 
Of Np number seventeen were boys and twenty-four, 
girls. 


The transportation from Hanover to the Rumford 
Point School has been carried out very satisfactorily by 
Mr. Ralph Richardson. I think Mr. Richardson deserves 
a great deal of credit for the care and efficiency with 
which he has performed this work. 


Whether or not the town will see fit at its annual meet- 
ing to continue the plan of educating its children at the 
Kimball School will be a matter for the voters to decide. 
Personally, I would recommend that the plan be contin- 
ued. I find that the pupils appreciate the added privileges 
which they are enjoying, and that the parents of the 
children feel very well satisfied. There are several ad- 
vantages in this plan. First, the children have the oppor- 
tunity of being in larger classes with but two or three 
grades in the room; second, their play hours have been 
carefully supervised; third, hot lunches are served at 
noon. They have also had the privilege of studying under 
a music supervisor.

SCHOOLS 


1943-44 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hanover. 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The school census taken April 1, 1948, showed a total num- 
ber of forty-four persons between the ages of five and twenty- 
one, which is three more than the number in 1942. Of this 
number, eighteen were boys and twenty-six were girls.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


STATE OF MAINE 


Oxford, ss. Town of Hanover 


To Una Stearns, Constable in the Town of Hanover in the 
County of Oxford and State of: Maine, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby directed 
to warn the inhabitants of the Town of Ilanover, qualified by 
law to vote in town affairs, to meet at K. of P. Hall in said 
Town of Hanover on Monday, the sixth day of March, A. D. 
1944, at one o’clock in the afternoon, to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 
Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear and act on the reports of the various town 
officers and to receive and audit accounts. 


Art. 4. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 5. To choose a member of the superintending school 
committee for three years. 


Art. 6. To choose officers to fill any vacancies that may 
exist. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for the support of poor. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum of 
$366.00 for aid to dependent children. _ 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for the repair of roads and bridges. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for winter roads. i 
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Art. 11. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of at least $28.00 for the maintenance of the improved section 


of third class road. : 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for the support of schools, including teachers wages, 
fuel, janitor services, lights, conveyance, tuition, textbooks 
and yal supplies. 


‘Art. 18. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
grant and raise for the repair or improvement of schoolhouse 
or school grounds for the ensuing year. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
grant and raise for school lunches. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for State aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, 
Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 
3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money, if any, the town would 
recommend to take from the joint State aid account for the 
purpose of applying bituminous surface treatment to State 
aid roads, in excess of the requirements of Section 2, Chapter 
132, Public Laws of 1935. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
orant and raise to be expended for school hursing under the 
auspices of the State Department of Health, or make any 
other provision they deem necessary. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
erant and raise for dental hygienist service. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for street lights. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town w wall orant and 
raise for fire protection. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote a discount on taxes 
paid on or before July first and raise money to pay said dis- 
count. 
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Art. 22. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum of 
$100.00 for white pine blister rust control work within said 
town, such money, if raised, to be matched by State and 
Federal funds. 


Art, 23. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
grant and raise for advertising the State of Maine under the 
auspices of: the Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will - 
grant and raise for work at the cemetery.

Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for miscellaneous expenses. 


Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for officers’ salaries for the ensuing year. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will grant.and raise the sum of 
$15.00 for membership in the Maine Municipal Association. 


Art. 28. To establish a method of collecting taxes for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer, 
with the approval of the selectmen, to hire such sums of money 
as may be necessary, to pay town charges, in the anticipation 
of the collection of taxes and to issue and negotiate the notes 
of the town for the money so borrowed in an amount not ex- 
ceeding in aggregate the total tax levy of the preceding year 
as temporary loans to be paid during the year 1944 out of 
money raised during said year 1944 by taxes. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer, 
with the approval of the selectmen, to dispose of property ac- 
quired by the town through the expiration of tax liens and to 
issue quit-claim deeds for the disposal of said property. 


Art. 31. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and have you there this warrant with your 
doings thereon.
